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(2) To specify the type of inspection in accordance with the draft Expor 
Solvent Extracted Oilcakes (Inspection) Rules, 1967, set out in the Annexur 
to this notification, as the type of inspection which would be applied to sol 
extracted oilcakes; 

(3) To recognise the specifications for solvent extracted oilcakes as set oi 
Annexure III to this notification; 

(4) To prohibit the export, in the course of international trade, of the af

(3) On receipt of the intimation and the test certificate under sub-rule (2), 
and on having satisfied itself that the manufacturer has been enforcing adequate 
in-process quality control as prescribed in Schedule II of these rules, the Agency 
shall, after such further inspection/testing as considered necessary to ensure 
conformity with rule 3, within three days, issue ■ certificate declaring the con¬ 
signment of solvent extracted oilcakes as export-worthy, 

(4) Unless otherwise agreed to between the buyer and the seller the material 
shall be packed in clean and sound jule bags end sealed by the manufacturer in 
a prescribed manner. 

II. In case of Merchant-exporters and manufacturer-exporters not exercising 
adequate in-process quality control 

(1) Exporters intending to export solvent extracted oilcakes shall give inti¬ 
mation to nearest office of the Export Inspection Agency of all such consignments 
of solvent extracted oilcakes to enable the Agency to examine or cause to be 
examined such consignments to see that they conform to the recognised specifi¬ 
cations, 

(2) Every intimation under sub-rule (1) shall be given not lesa than five days 
before the date of expected shipment. 

(3) On receipt of the intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2) the Agency 
shall inspect the consignment of solvent extracted oilcakes with a view to seeing 
that the same conforms to the recognised specifications. 

(4) If after inspection the Agency is satisfied that the consignment of solvent 
extracted oilcakes to be exported complies with the requirement of rule 3 it shall 
Issue c certificate, within five days, to the exporter declaring the consignment 
export-worthy. The Agency shall also suitably label/seal the bags containing the 
material constituting the consignment. 

3. Place of Inspection.—Every inspection of solvent extracted oilcakes under 
these rules shall be carried out cither at the premises of the manufacturer, or 
the premises of the exporter where the goods are offered for inspection provided 
adequate facilities exist therein for Inspection, or at the port of shipment 

8. Inspection fees.—A fee at the rate of twenty pulse for every one hundred 
rupees of F.O B. value of each such consignment shall be paid as inspection foe 
under these rules. 

7. Appeal.— (1) Any person aggrieved bv the refusal of the Agency to issue 
certificate under rule 4, may, within ten days of receipt of communication of 
such refusal bv him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of not less 
than three persons appointed for the purpose by the Central Government 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall be final.

(c) Oilcakes shall be stored in clean arid hygienic godowns which would be 
periodically lumigated. 

(dj After the inspectionyiest is carried out, systematic methods shall be 
adopted -n segregating tne accepted and rejected materials and m disposal of 
rejected material, 

(ej Correct and adequate records in respect of testing etc. of raw materials 
shall be regularly and systematically maintained. 

(2) Processing. — (a) Only approved food grade solvent conforming to require¬ 
ments laid flown by the Ial), snail be used lor extraction, 

(b) The process of manufacture shall be such as to ensure subjection of the 
meal to a temperature of at least 1(>0“C tor 30 minutes while passing through 
the desolventiser, 

(c) Adequate precautions shall be taken to avoid mixing of solvent extracted 
oilcakes before, during or after extraction, 

(d) Instrumentation and facilities shall be adequate to control the various 
processes and test the product starting from the raw materials to the final extrac¬ 
tion, 

(e) Adequate records shall be maintained to enable verification of the con¬ 
trols exercised during the process of manufacture. 

(3) Product. — (a) The manufacturer shall have his own adequate testing faci¬ 
lities to test the product as per the recognised specifications, 

(b) Adequate records shall be maintained to enable verification of the testing 
done in the laboratory for determining conformity to recognised specifications 
including determination of the residual solvent, and freedom from castor husk. 

(4) Packing. — (a) So’vent extracted oilcakes meant for export shall be packed 
In sound, clean gunny bags marked and sealed in a manner to be prescribed. 

(b) The storags of packed gunny bags shall be done in clean and hygienic 
godowns which snail be fumigated periodically.
